2 Warships Among 


Enemy Craft Sunk; 
Iwo Jima Bombed 


By The Associated Press 

American submarines have sunk 
17 more Japanese vessels, includ- 
ing two destroyers, to give the 
undersea fleet the greatest bag of 
any one month this year with a 
total of 52 enemy ships sunk dur- 
ing August. 

The Navy announced the new 
sinkings yesterday while observing 
the 3lst anniversary of the Navy 
Air Force. This new total for the 
submarines clearly indicates that 
newly won bases in the far Pacific 
are greatly aiding the undersea 
craft in their patrols of Japan’s 
sea lanes. 


The Navy on August 10 an- 
nounced 16 Japanese ships had 
been sunk by submarines and on 
August 21 revealed that 19 more 
had been destroyed. 


COMPLETE SUB SCORE 


A compilation of the submarine 
bag for this year shows that 36 
Nipponese ships were sunk in 
January, 39 in February, 42 in 
March, 29 in April, 41 in May, 50 
in June, 48 in July and 52 in Au- 
gust. That brings the year’s total 
for this one Navy arm to 337 craft 
sunk this year. The overall total 
for the submarines since Pear! 
Harbor in Japanese ships sunk or 
probably sunk is 875 craft. 


At the same time, Navy Sec. 
Forrestal revealed that the U. S 
Navy has been trebled in strength 
in the last five years and its air 
force has been boosted 20 times its 
size over the same period. 

Referring to the Navy as the 

“greatest naval power on earth,” 

the Navy secretary pointed out 
that 65,000 vessels of all types 
have been added in that period 
He said the Navy building pro- 
gram is little more than half fin- 
ished

MOSCOW, Aug. 30.—()—So- 

viet Russia, having crushed Ger- 
man power in the Black sea, today 
called on Bulgaria and Turkey to 
assist in the Allied liberation of 
southeastern Europe as Pravda, 
the semi-official newspaper, ac- 
cused Turkey of playing a double 
game with Germany. 
Apparently the Kremlin was de- 
termined to reinforce the Red 
Army offensive in Romania with 
politico-military decisions by Bul- 
garia and Turkey which would 
compel immediate German evac- 
uation of the Balkan peninsula 
and make central Europe the next 
battlefield. 

Charging that Turkey's diplo- 
matic break with Germany has 
been turned into a “friendly rup- 
ture”, Pravda declared that Nazi 
espionage and propaganda against 
the Allies—especially against the 
Soviet Union—had increased; that 
some of the most important Tur- 


| kish newspapers remained under 


Nazi influence; that German dip- 
lomats still held receptions atterd- 
ed by Turkish officials and that an 
estimated 1,300 Germans, includ- 
ing diplomatic, military, aviation 
and commercial attaches, still were 
in the country.

50 MILLION FRENCHMEN STILL NOT WRONG 


Air Link to. Maquis Described. 
As Grim Reckoning Day Arrives 


(This is the third of five arti- 
cles on the years of dangerous 
service given by the French un- 
derground forces to rid the coun- 
try of the Nazi terrors and bring 
final victory to the Allies as told 
by Andre Lebord, a leader in 10 
departments for the past three 
years, to Leland Stowe, Pulitzer 
prize winner and well-known 
war: correspondent.)

Every full moon since March, 
1941, British planes have landed 
in the vast hinterlands of-France, 
keeping a brief and dangerous ren- 
dezvous with members of the 


French underground. They brought 


radios, cameras and other highly 
important spy weapons. They took 
back detailed reports on German 
strength and activities in every 
French department. Sometimes 
they took back stranded Allied 
fliers, or French underground 
chiefs called for consultations in 
London. 

Until now it has not been pos- 
sible to tell very much about the 
Allies’ extraordinary aerial-link 


with the French Resistance. 
Thanks to the recent great ad- 
vances of the Allied armies, from 
Normandy and on the Riviera— 
thanks equally to the rising of the 
French Forces of the Interior—a 
more precise picture can be given. 


It is no longer Frenchmen who, 
have to look for safe and secluded 
spots in seven-eighths of France 
—it is Germans. But the Allied 
armies’ strategic plans have all| 
been influenced and precised by| 
unceasing reports of the French 
underground, which literally took 
wings to GHQ in England over a 
period of more than three years, 


EMERGENCY FIELDS 


I don’t know how many “im- 
possible” emergency airfields I 
have discovered, and used, during 
the past three years. I do know 
that young RAF pilots capitalized 
them magnificently. In my very 
large sector, by great luck, we 
never had an accident with the 
planes. 

Every plane that landed—even 
if sometime mired in. mud—got off 
again. In other districts planes 
duite often smashed up in land- 
ing. If they lost a wheel or 


sanders. 


couldn’t be immediately repaired, 
they had to be burned. Then the 
pilot had to be hidden until some- 
one could come for him. Some 
returned by air. Some were caught 
by the Germans, ‘Some escaped 
overland to Spain. 


Once we had to get two pair 
of oxen from miles away to drag 
the plane out of a bog. Just at 
daybreak it got off. They are 
little planes and very slow A Mes- 
serschmidt could catch them like 
a. sitting duck. In daylight our 
RAF messengers had only a thin 


chance of getting back to England. 


Yet most of them succeeded some- 
how. 


RECONNAISSANCE PLANES 


The planes the British use are 
reconnaissance planes—little Ly- 
They only had room for 
one passenger. But they often 
took two—and sometimes three. 
Coming over to us they might 


bring one or two officers—French 


or British intelligence men. But 
they also were piled to capacity 
with essential material for Re- 
sistance agents; micro-cameras 
and much film, explosives, bicycle 
tires (whigh we needed urgently

in order to do our work)—all sorts 
of things, sometimes even includ- 
ing shoe polish. That could be 
important, Sometimes an under- 
ground agent has a job which re- 
quires that he look prosperous, 

The eight nights around the full 
of each moon marked the period of 
our aerial liaison with England. 
In this périod each month we re- 
ceived not only the airplanes which 
landed, but also many supplies 
dropped by parachutes. These 
flights were made over a large 
proportion of France; but espe- 
cially in the big triangle between 
Paris, Lyons and Bordeaux—an 
area in which, at last, the Germans 
have very little say. The epoch 
of risky night landings, on rough 
fields, by flashlight signals and 
one or two groundflares, is for- 
tunately over. 

CONSTANT HEADACHE 

We had a constant headache try- 
ing to find suitable terrain—espe- 
cially because the:Gestapo always 
watched every terrain they thought 
could possibly be used, It had to 
be an area about 400 yards square. 

Sometimes farmers woke up to 
find some of their favorite trees 
had vanish over night. Sometimes 
we removed a hundred yards of a 
stonewall. Sometimes we built a 
fake stonewall across a field, so 
the Germaris wouldn’t know it had 
been used. Twenty men could 
make a wall in two or three hours. 
Everything had to be rearranged 
before dawn. 

Once, having no flashlight bat- 
teries, I signaled a plane to land 
with a candle held under a glass. 
We had three triangular lights for 
landing. The plane landed near the 


the flare at the left, then around 
to the one at the right—and then 
back to its landing point. Each 
light was extinguished as the plane 
passed it. The pilot was allowed 
only ten minutes on the ground— 
and forbidden to leave his aircraft. 

Those British Lysander pilots 
are wonderful. They were ali 
very young—and amazingly tall. 
They were specially trained—the 
pick of the RAF. They had the 
toughest possible landings to make 
—and the greatest odds against 
them from enemy pursuit planes. 
But they adored the work. Again 
and again I’ve seen them make 
night landings which were truly 
incredible. 

They were always so glad to see 
us—and when they said “Cheerio,” 
you knew just how “they meant it. 
They showed they were grateful 
for what we were doing—but if 
they admired us, we surely ad- 
mired them just as much. They 
were our one human link with the 
free world outside. If anyone could 
possibly fly—or possibly land— 
they flew and landed, They never 
failed us. 

But sometimes a terrible. price 
had to be paid. In order to trap 
our underground men the Gestapo 


parachute. Perhaps they knew we 
expected parachutists. When our 
men ran to reach the parachutists, 
the Germans shot them down. 
There was no trick too dirty for 
them. We could usually handle a 
landing with three of our men, 
for the field itself. But on some 
important flights it took more. You 
can judge the amount of liaison 
we had by this. 

INFORMATION FLOWS 

For the past two years, on a 
single full-moon period, an aver- 
age of 80 or 100 British planes 
landed in various parts of France. 
That goes far to explain why the 
Allied. GHQ knew almost every- 
thing of importance about the 
Germans in France. By radio and 
by plane they were flooded with 
information. No matter how many 
the Gestapo arrested and killed, 
they could never shut off this flow 
of information. 

Once there was an important 
scheduled landing, but the location 
of the field was bad. We'had al- 
ready used it twice before. It was 
most dangerous to use it again— 
but we had to do it. One of my 
finest men was in charge. Before 
he left that night he gave me his 
witch. 


I’ve never seen. He is eight months 
old. I want him to have my 
watch,” Leon said. 

I knew that he knew things were 
gomg wrong that night. We had 
12 men around the field. The plane 
landed safely. Just as it took off 
60 Germans opened fire. Not one 
of our 12 comrades escaped. They 
had known in their hearts they 
would be trapped. But they never 
hesitated. ... These are the men 
who paved the way for ‘the Brit- 
ish-American landings in Nor- 
mandy. They are gone. Their 
names will never be known, ex- 
cept to a few of us. ... Do you 
wonder why the Maquis has risen?

“IT had a couple of passes made 
at me by Jap interceptors,” the 
27-year-old officer recalled, “but 
both .times I gave them the slip in 
a cloud, I never did get shot up.” 

Capt. Thomas wears the Presi- 
dential Unit Citation, awarded to 
the transport wing in which he 
served for 13 months because of 
its work in carrying ‘supplies to 
China, During December, 1943, 
the transports carried more cargo 
into China than had previously 
been carried over the Burma 
Road. His was the first noncom- 
bat organization to receive the 
citation. 

He also wears the Air Medal 
for 150 hours of combat flying, 
and a bronze star on his campaign 
ribbon for the India-Burma cam- 
paign, during which he evacuated 
wounded from the battlefront. He 
received the American théater rib- 
bon for serving with the transport 
command between Canada and 
Alaska early in 1943.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—(4)—More 
than 1,000 U. S. heavy bombers, 
with an escort of approximately 
the same size, joined in assaults 
today on the great German ports 
of Kiel and Bremen and flying 
bomb installations in the Pas-de- 
Calais area. All of the planes re- 
turned safely. . 

A communique tonight reported 
intense antiaircraft fire was en- 
countered by the force of up to 
750 Flying Fortresses which struck 
the Kiel and Bremen areas and 
that some ground fire had been 
met by the more than 300 For- 
tresses and Liberators in an earli- 
er attack on the flying bomb in- 
stallations. : 

No enemy air opposition, how- 
ever, was encountered in either 
operation. 


The raid on Kiel was the 14th | 


by the Americans; that on Bremen 
the 10th. Crewmen reported 
heavy clouds required bombing by 
instruments and prevented accu- 
rate assessment of ¢the results. 

Overnight the RAF made heavy 
attacks on Stettin and Konigsberg,

If the United States is to main- 
tain air supremacy in the years to 
come, it is imperative that war 
contract terminations in the air- 
craft industry be handled so that 
the industry remains solvent and 
alive, Brig. Gen. F. M. Hopkins 
Jr. asserted at the opening of the 
two-day contract terminations 
training conference sponsored by 
the armed services at the Biltmore 
hotel, 

Gen. Hopkins, chief of the re- 
sources division of materiel and 
services of the AAF, gave the Bell 
Bomber plant at Marietta as an 
example of one of the many small 
aircraft companies which was ex- 
panded into the “vast production 
lines” that make up the No. 1 in- 
dustry of today. 

Lt. John H. Neely, member of 
the Corps of Engineers in Atlanta, 
also speaking yesterday, gave a de- 
tailed explanation of the termina- 
tion articles and the contract set- 
tlement act of 1944. 

Profiting from the complicated 
termination of war contracts after 
the last World War, the govern- 
ment, Neely said, is making every 
provision to insure a speedy and 
fair settlement of terminated war 
contracts for contractors and sub- 
contractors. 

“The government wants to set- 


tle as many contracts by negotia- | 


tion as possible,” Lt. Neely told 
the several hundred representa- 
tives of Georgia war industries. 
“However, if settlement cannot be 
reached by negotiation it can be 
settled by a formula which mits 
profit to six per cent.”

SIMILAR TO '33 CODE 

The plan which Almand present- 
ed is similar in many respects to 
the code of regulations adopted in 
May 1933, at the instigation of J. 
A. Ragsdale, then a member of the 
board. Later, Brown, defeated 
Ragsdale for a place on the com- 
mission and in the last election 
defeated him again, this time on 
the issue of county police reorgani- 
zation.

status. 

(3). There shall be no political 
activity on his part as a police 
officer, other than to express pri- 
vately his views as a citizen and 
to cast his vote in any electién, 


SOME ROLES UNCHANGED 

Some rules set down in Al- 
mand’s resolution are identical in 
wording with those set forth in 
the police rules and regulations 
adopted by the board May 18, 
1933, unanimously, after they were 
presented by J. A, “Al” Ragsdale. 

Other sections of Almand’s regu- 
lations corresponded, with few 
changes, with those passed 11 
years ago.

The Third Army 
as of August 28 reported 81,000 
Germans killed or captured since 
the start of the Brittany campaign. 

The Third Army, in addition to 
taking Reims, drove on northward 
10 miles and established a new 
bridgehead across the Aisne in the 
vicinity of Neufchatel, where 
these men, like those of the First 
Army, were only (36 miles from 
Belgium. 

Here Patton’s men were just 45 
miles. southwest of Sedan, historic 
city through which the Nazis in- 
vaded France in 1940. Hodges’ 
men stood 50 miles from this inva- 
sion pores kes to the Reich. 

EAST OF CHALONS 

Supreme headquarters’ early 
this morning was without late 
news of the American forces east 
of Chalons, southeast of the 
Reims area, but the German radio 
put the Americans on the ap- 
proaches of St. Dizier, which is 
only 83 miles from the German 
border. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Edward D. Ball, in a dispatch 
datelined Reims, said that the 
city’s famous Gothic cathedral 
was found undamaged. 

Reims, with its famous Gothic

Editor, Constitution: Your recent 
comments concerning the cotton 
industry are interesting, but it is, 
I think, very unfortunate that you 
contemplate only the fiber of the 
cotton plant and fail to recognize 
its enormous and varied contribu- 
tion to the food and feed supplies 
of the nation and the well being 
of our people genérally. 

Georgia planted over 3,600,000 
acres to corn this year and the 
average yield per acre is estimated 
at nine bushels, 1,390,000 acres 
were planted to cotton and the 
estimated ayerage yield per acre 
is 238 pounds of lint and 428 
pounds of seed. This seed, when 
processed by an oil mill, will pro- 
duce approximately the following: 

69 pounds of fine edible vege- 

table oil; | 
193 pounds of meal, high in pro- 
tein. equivalent of 7 bushéls of 
corn—and since 1 pounds of 
cotton seed meal will displace 
2 pounds of corn in an animal 
feed ration, this item alone is 
nearly equal to the average 
_ per acre production of corn; 
118 pounds of hulls, equivalent to 
Timothy hay; 
linters, which are 
vitally important in the pro- 
duction of explosives as well 
*as being useful in the produc- 
tion of many articles of com- 
merce.

One of the things which has amazed the 
Japanese and éven our English friends, has been our ability to set 
up ship repair yards at the traditional moment’s notice. We have 
developed drydocks to repair ships which allow the fleet to be 
much more independent of bases than ever before. 


; Out of these dévelopments will come, 
Brunswick Harbor with war’s end, a tremendous amount of 
material which will be converted quickly into the uses of peace 
and world commerce. It: would be relatively simple to make out 
of Brunswick’s natural harbor one of the great seaports along the 
Atlantic coast. It may be possible to keep in Brunswick some 
of the shipyard’s industry and prevent thereby any great economic 
blow to that city. This plan is more than a plan for Brunswick. 
It illustrates Arnall’s capacity to plan for the state. Savannah is 
a great port but it has never attained the developments possible 
for such a port because the port is largely railroad controlled. 
Savannah always will be an excellent port but its development is 
restricted. 

If it were possible to add to Georgia a natural harbor port with 
state or. municipal docks, or both, to which truck lines would have 
competitive access, the whole state would benefit by the trade and 
commerce which would be attracted to such a port. It is assumed 
that wartime shipyards will close when the war ends. Certain 
there will*be no building for a-long time. Yet, if a drydock cou 
be established at Brunswick, as is entirely practical, there could 
grow up about it a great maritime industry. There is no drydock 
south of Baltimore. Ships in the Caribbean and South American. 
trade would usé a drydock close at hand. One simply cannot esti- 
mate the immense profit to Brunswick and to Georgia if such a plan 
can be brought into being. Ellis Arnall believes it can be done. 
He has started work on it by putting in a request for information 
and assistance on the plan wita pruper federal officials. 


: White House correspondents, of course, 
Governor of Georgia pounced on Gov.

Being a man of integrity and of substance, he is able to keep 
all pettiness out of his administration and really to plan and work 
for the benefit of his state and its people. I confidently expect his 
last two years in office to be much more productive of progress for 
Georgia than the first two. Let me make it clear I do not mean 
to present him as a great man. I do know him to be able above 
the average and I also know him to be a man of character and 
integrity whose sole ambition in office is. to do what he can to 
make a better present and future for Georgia.

There seems little likelihood that the Allied 
: ; Nations will be unduly gentle in their treatment 
of conquered Germany once the war is won. 
ite a certain element among us which is already propagandizi 
to t end. There can be little doubt that 99 per cent of. tha 
peopagenes for “forgiveness” emanates primarily from agents of 
enemy nations themselves, or from that small minority of our 
own people who still, in their secret hearts, would delight in an 
Axis victory. 

It must not be forgotten that neither Germany nor Japan is a 
first offender as a criminal against other and peaceful nations. The 
vile crime of military assault, unprovoked ral g vores ret only by the 
greed for conquest and the lust for blood, has been repeatedly per- 
petrated by both. ko : 

Within the past century Germany has instigated at least four 
European wars. Not even the lesson of her defeat in 1918 taught 
her anything. 

Germany, as a nation, wears the habiliments of civilization only 
as a camouflage for the barbaric faith she puts in armies and in 
guns. She still keeps her greatest adoration for military leaders 
prove themselves tHe most brutal and ruthless in théir slaughter 
of weaker and. smaller nations. 

_ Japan, we know, dreams of a world conquéred by methods that 
would shame the most bloodthirsty of savagé barbarians. She has, 
through all her récent years, sought nothing save to conquer and 


to enslave. 

Now, as these criminal nations near that day 
Before the Bar when they must face an outraged world at 
the bar of justice, it is well to remembér they are not first offend- 
ers, that they are hardenéd criminals with a long list of previous 
crimes upon their-black records. 

When an individual criminal, some youth who has, for the first 
time, violated the laws of law and of the social order, wé may, 
in reason and in justice, look with charity upon his fault. We may 
place him upon parole, in hope and in faith that he will not go 
astray a second time and will become, instead of a prison-hardened 
criminal, a worthy and contributive member of sociéty. 

But, when the crimfnal who stands beforé the court is an old 
repeater, when it is known he has committed crime after crime, 
it becomes necessary to place him where he can no longer endanger 
others or violate the laws of the community. Nor does this certainty 
of punishment mean that there is no hope. The worst criminal 
may, eventually, give such convincing proof of his redemption that 
he is again acceptable as a member of free society. 

It is as hardened criminals of many offenses 


50 They Stand that Germany and Japan stand for world judg- 
ment. The time for*clemency, for charity or for parole is passed. 

We must, for our own safety, devise some plan which will do 
for these nations what prison does for the individual criminal— 
render them powerless to attack or endanger their fellow nations. 

It may be necessary to impose such restrictions, for this end, 
that many will think them unduly severe. We must, for instance, 
keep constant and full control over their industry, to halt at in- 
ception the beginning of our construction program which might ever 
result in materials or weapons usable for war. 

It will be necessary to occupy, with our armies, these nations 
entire, so that we may police them for our own protection. It may 
be necessary to require of them restitution, in some small measure, 
for the déstruction they have brought upon the earth. 

It will be necessary to punish, individually, those among their 
peoples who have been directly responsible for the original crime 
of aggressive war and for the foul brutalities they have perpetrated 
upon millions of innocent persons. 

Remember, if punishment seems severe, the hundreds of thou- 
sands of helpless, harmless men and women and little children who 
have died by gas, by bullet and by starvation for no reason save 
that of their race. 

Remember the thousands of homes in England and the thou- 
sands of English who used to live in those homes, who have been 
blasted into destruction and death by the aimless, indiscriminate, 
useless robot bombs. And, by the blitz of 1940-41. 

Remember the innocent “hostages” in France and Belgium and 
Norway and Holland and in Greece and the countries of the Balkans 
who have faced firing squads because the Nazi finger of death has 
chosen them haphazardly. 

Remember the starved children and the ravished girls. Re- 
member the indecencies of the concentration camps and the sadism 
of the Gestapo. 

Remember the whole black story, of Rotterdam and Hong Kong, 
of Warsaw and Manila, 6f Coventry and Corregidor.

Education Is 
Not Essential 


Sen. Harry Byrd is an aristocrat 
of illustrious ancestry, related to 
most of the first families of Vir- 
ginia, but he was brought up in 
poverty and had to quit school at 
the age of 15 to help make a liv- 


ing. 

Gerald W. Johnson, writing the 
Byrd saga for Life magazine, re- 
marked upon the senator’s lack 
of formal education and added 
that it “narrowed his outlook and 
impoverished his inner life,” 

Such a remark is impressive, 
and usually is accepted as true, 
but there is no sense in it. How 
can anybody tell how the patient 
would have been affected by the 
medicine he didn't take? Since 
Byrd did not attend college, no- 
body this side of Heaven can 
know wether his life would have 
been narrower or broader, richer. 
or poorer if he had. 

It is true that education, in or 
out of college, develops the mind 
as exercise develops the body; 
and it is true that the great ma- 
jority of America’s top-ranking 
and ablest men are college grad- 
uates. 

But this does not prove that a 
college makes men competent, nor 
does it prove that men who do 
not attend college are doomed to 
be inferior. 

Education is necessary to suc- 
cess in any walk of life. Even 
show dogs and race horses must 
be educated. But education need 
not be classical, and it need not 
be acquired by attending lectures. 
Idison and Ford received little 
more than prirfiary schooling, yet 
made themselves the best educat- 
ed men in the world in their 
chosen fields. ° 

If the ablest of men are col- 
lege graduates, it is because the 
ablest of boys attend college. The 
best of them would have succeed- 
ed in any case by educating them- 
selves. And those of little ability, 
even if, they somehow got through 
college, remain as incompetent as 
they were when they entered. 
Schooling doesn’t make brains, 

Many people regard college ed- 
ucation as a kind of magic that 
makes graduates superior. But 
tests have shown that lectures are 
the least effective method of. edu- 
cation, and educators are begin- 
ning to realize that our present 
system wastes four years of the 
average student’s life. 

People who are bored by books 
may finish college, but they re- 
member nothing they “learned.” 
Their outlook is narrow and their 
inner life is impoverished, not for 
want of “formal education,” but 
simply because they have no 
thirst for knoweldge and no in- 
interest in idéas. ; 

Ove who is eager to learn will 
somehow learn; one who is indif- 
ferent to learning will get noth- 
ing from books—whether he be- 
comes a failure or a millionaire.

For a dime you could get a glass 
of cider and a gingercake that 
was big enough to last three days 
—at least, that is what the for- 
mer customers say. 


There were loaves of gread too, 
fresh from the oven and cakes sO 
light, so rich that housewives com- 
pulained bitterly of the competi- 
tion. Husbands were always say- 
ing, “Why can’t you bake cakes 
like Bill Wallace's?” 


But no housewife could make 
ice cream at home because there 
was no ice in Thomaston—this 
was in 1885 or 1890. Mr. Wallace 
had. his ice shipped in from Ma- 
con, packed in sawdust, a hun- 
dred pounds at a time, and it was 
kept in the basement beneath his 
shop. It was only on Saturday's 
that he made ice cream and there 
was no choice of variety for the 
only kind he made was boiled 
custard cream. 


It was served in saucers like 
cereal bows and there were tables 
with chairs for customers. Young 
men took their best girls there 
and at commencement time no 
graduation exercise was complete 
without a visit afterward to Bill 
Wallace's ice cream parlor. 


The children in his neighbor- 
hood stayed very close to home on 
Saturday nights because when the 
day's trade was over Mr. Wallace 
always shouted as he approached 
his residence, “I-ce Cre-am!” Then 
the kids ran swiftly toward the 
shop to consume what was left 
of the day’s supply. By that time 
it had melted until it was little 
more than boiled custard—but 
what matter?

Russ-Jap 
War To Come 


WASHINGTON.—As the result 
of what was practically a commit- 
ment at the very secret Teheran 
conference there is a well-warrant- 
ed conviction that, after the col- 
lapse of Germany, Russia will-join 
the Allies. 


When President Roosevelt 
broached the subject at Teheran 
Stalin replied that this would be 
in the logic of the evolution of 
Russian policy, provided the Unit- 
ed States and Britain opened a 
western front which made decisive 
progress toward the Gérman 
frontier. 


For the time being, he said, Rus- 
gia’s interest and the common Al- 
lied interest were best served by 
Russia remaining at peace with 
Japan. 


It was not for Russia to fight on 
two fronts when, counting Italy 
out as a second major front, Ger- 
‘many was not yet fighting on two. 


Such was the situation at the 
time of the Teheran conference. 
Today the Anglo-American armies 
in the west, if not as near the 
German frontier as are the Rus- 
sians, are speeding on their way 
to it. Japan has had to divert 
at least 10 divisions from her Si- 
berian front. Her depleted air 
power, which is making such 
feeble resistance to our own in the 
Pacific, alone excludes anything 
but the most ingratiating attitude 
toward Russia. 


The Russian army, when freed 
from further action against Ger- 
many, will have a free hand to 
move over the Trans-Siberian to 
the invasion of Manchukuo, which 
is the most vital of Japan‘s con- 
quests as a source of food and 
raw materials. 


While we are attacking Japan 
from other directions there will 
be no stopping Russia from going 
through Manchukuo to the Yellow 
sea and advancing her land front 
to protect airfields much nearer 
Japan than any in Russian Si- 
beria.

If the loser is unable to pay off 
at the moment, the winner is apt 
to make quite a thing of it and 
whisper it all over town to the 
discredit of the loser. Is that 
“friendly”? 

Among friends, the financial ca- 
pacity of a man is generally fair- 
ly well known. It may be no 
secret that he has no superfluous 


income, that he cannot afford los- 
ing any sizable sum. Yet in so-| 
called “friendly” card games he) 
may be permitted to lose his 
money to the point of great dis-| 
tress, and I say that is not. 
“friendly.” | 

Oh, sure he may win. That! 
can happen. The chances are 
against it. You say he should

know better, and so he should. 
But he may be the weakling type 
obsessed by a geting Bt age 
which must surely be known to 
his acquaintances, and when they 
play cards with him, knowing he 
is over his head, I tell you there 
is nothing “friendly” about it, 


They are no more his friends 
than those who invite a drunkard 
to have a drink knowing that one 
drink is poison to him, If a skill- 
ful card-playing man/wants to 
play cards for money and he is a 
man of honor he will not prey 
on his friends. He will go outside 
his own circle to find his oppo- 
nents among strangers. You may 
say it is just as wrong to despoil 
strangers who may not be any 
more able to afford losses any 
more than friends, but, I repeat, 
I am only knocking the legs from 
under that “friendly” thing. 


If you are a gambling addict 
with a bet-a-million Gates proclivi- 
ties on a low-bracket income and 
a man invites you to his home 
and wines and dines you royally 
and then clips you for a ‘week's 
wages or more in an after-dinner 
card’ gamé, knowing your situa- 
tion, I say it is anything but 
“friendly,” unless he declares your 
play does not go, and I have not 
heard of that happening since sev- 
en years ago last pancake Tues- 
day. 

When two or more persons who 
can well afford it cluster about a 
table and play cards for high 
stakes and thrills I think it is all 
right, although a little bit silly in 
view of the fact that none of them 
need the money and that it is 
only going to make the winners 
dishonest because usually they do 
not want the losers to make in- 
come tax returns on their losses. 

This is cutthroat gambling, but 
if none of the players can get hurt 
financially and it is an emotional 
outlet for them that beats giving 
the money to the need, I say let 
them go to it. Only let us not 
have any more of that gab about 
“friendly” games for money.

Nonchalant French Unworried by the War 


IN PARIS.—(By Wireless) —As we drove toward Paris from the south, hundreds of 
Parisians—refugees and returning vacationists—rode homeward on bicycles amidst 


tanks and big guns. 


Some Frenchmen have the facility for making all of us nervous Nellies look ridiculous. 


There should be a nonchalant Frenchman in every war movie. 


He would be a sort of 


French Charlie Chaplin. You would have tense soldiers crouching in ditches and firing from 
behind low walls. And in the middle of it you would have this Frenchman, in faded blue 
overalls and beret and with a nearly burned-up cigaret in his mouth, come striding down 
the middle of the road past the soldiers. 


I’ve seen that very thing happen 
about four times since D-Day, and 
you never can see it without laugh- 
ing. 

Well, the crowds were out in 
Paris like that while the shooting 
was still going on. People on bi- 
cycles would stop with one foot 
on the pavement to watch the fir- 
ing that was going on right in that 
block. 

As the French Second Armored 
Division rolled into the city at 
dangerous speed, I noticed one 
tank commander, with goggles, 
smoking a cigar, and another sol- 
dier in a truck playing a flute for 
his own amusement. There also 
were a good many pet dogs riding 
into the battle on top of tanks and 
trucks. 


Amidst this fantastic Parisward 
battle traffic were people pushing 
baby carriages full of belongings, 
walking with suitcases, and riding 
bicycles so heavily loaded with 
gear that if they were to lay them 
down they had to have help to lift 
them upright. 

And in the midst of it was a tan- 
dem bicycle ridden by a man and 
a beautiful woman, both in bright 
blue shorts, just as though they 
were holidaying—which undoubt- 
edly they were. 

You never saw so many bicycles 
in your life as in Paris. And they 
rig up the funniest contraptions 


/on them, such as little two-wheel- 
'ed carts Which they tow behind. 


And. we saw a wagon rigged up so 
it could be pulled by two bicyclists 
riding side by side, like a team of 
horses. 

For 24 hours tanks were parked 
on the sidewalks all over down- 
town Paris. They were all man- 
ned by French soldiers, and each 
tank immediately became a sort 
of social center. 

Kids were all over the tanks 
like flies. Women in white dresses 
climbed up to kiss men with grimy 
faces. And early the second morn- 
ing we saw a girl climbing sleep- 
ily out of a tank turret. 

French soldiers of the armored 
division were all in American uni- 
forms, and they had American 
equipment. Consequently most 
people at first thought we few 
Americans were French. Then, 
puzzled, they would say, “Eng- 
lish?” and we would say, “No, 


would! 


American.” And then we 
get a little scream and a couple 
more kisses. 


Every place you stopped some- 
body in the crowd could speak 
English, They apologized for not 
inviting us to their Momes for a 
drink, saying they didn’t have 
any. Time and again they would 
say, “we've waited so long for 
you!” It almost got to be a re- 
frain. 


One elderly gentleman said that 
although we were long in reaching 
France, we had come swiftly since 
then. He said the people hadn't 
expected us to be in Paris for six 
months after invasion day. 


There are not many American 
soldiers in Paris. And it’s unlikely 
there will be, at least tor some 
time, because they are out over 
France going on with the war. 


Paris was not a military objec- 
tive; its liberation. so soon was 
more of a ‘symbol. That's the 
reason the French armored di- 
vision was assigned to the job. 

The armies still fighting in the 
field were practically deserted for 
a few days by the correspondents, 
as we all wanted to get in on the 
liberation of Paris. There were so 
many correspondents it got to be 
a joke, even among us. I think at 
least 200 must have entered the 
city that first day, both before and 
after the surrender. 

The Army had picked out a 
hotel for us ahead of time, and it 
was taken over as soon as the city 
surrendered. But thouglt it was a 
big hotel it was full before dark 
the first day, so they have taken 
over another huge one across the 
street. 

Hotel life seems strange after so 
long in the field. My own room 
is a big corner one, with easy 
chairs, a soft bed,'a bathroom and 
maid and  hall-porter’§ service. 
There is no electricity in the day- 
time, no hot water anytime, and 
no restaurant or bar, but outside 
of that the hotel is just about like 
peacetime. 

Sitting here writing within safe 
walls, and looking out the win- 
dow occasionally at the street 
thronged with happy people, it is 
already hard to believe there was 


a war; even harder to realize there 
still is a war. |

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—(/)—Time Correspondent John Scott 
broadcast over the Blue network from Stockholm today a report that 
Germans were sending poison gas cylinders to the English channel

Meanwhile, a British broadcast 
monitored by NBC said Polish pa- 
triots in Warsaw have reported 
the capture of “gas grenades” 
from Germans fighting inside the 
Polish capital.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—(4)—The 
Daily Mail’s Geneva correspond- 
ent today quoted reports “circu- 
lating freely in the Reich and 
neural countries” that the Ger- 
mans were planning a poison gas

In U. 5S. Navy 


60,000 Other Craft, 
3,700,000 Personnel 
Testify to Growth 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—(7)— 
The American fleet now numbers! 
more than 1,150 major fighting | 
ships, Navy Secretary Forrestal | 
disclosed today in reporting that 
65,000 vessels of all types have 
been added to the Navy in the last 
five years. 

This armada makes the United | 
States “the greatest naval power | 
on earth,” Forrestal commented at | 
a news conference, with its build-. 
ing program “little more than half | 
finished.” | 

He was asked how many ships 
have been turned over to other na- 
tions under lend-lease and was un- 
able to reply off-hand, but the 
Navy later issued a memorandum 
giving the total as 2,822. Of these, 
the memorandum said, 1,784 are 
classified as combatant ships and 
include large type landing craft. 


Forrestal said the warships add- 
ed to the Navy number more than 
three times those in the fleet just 
before the war started. This means 
the Navy has at least 1,150 ships of 
principal fighting types—battle- 
ships, aircraft carriers, cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines. 


These are the “spectacular” ves- 
sels, but it is the auxiliary ships, 
Forrestal continued, that make the 
victories possible by supplying the 
fighting fleet.

Start Your Own Cookbook 
With Good Basic Butter Cake 


By SALLY SAVER. 


When one/writes a food column, 
friends and readers not only tell 
you how much they like what you 


if; write, but they feel free to say 


what they think you should write 
about, too. “his is fine, and I like 
it, for it contributes a great deal 
toward keeping me in line, help- 
ing me to print what you want 
and need instead of what I might 
think you want or should have, 


So it was with a great deal of 
interest I listened to a young) 
housewife recently as she told me 
what’s the matter with me and 
practically all other food column- 
ists. Her idea was that I should 
run a sort of cooking class, filling 
my columns right to thé brim 
with such basic things as bread 
and cake-making. To support her 
claim she said: 


“Why the other day I started “ 
make some cup cakes and though 
I searched through my numerous 
collections of recipes I couldn’t 
find a cup cake recipe anywhere.

out some reference books and a 
bookkeeper would as soon be with- 
out his shirt as without a good 
fountain pen, by far the greater 
number of women try to learn to 
cook and to practice the art by 
which the family is nourished and 
fed and through which many of 
the social graces are best taught 
without any reference book of any 
kind. But then I’m old-fashioned 
enough to believe that all girls 
}should know the fundamentals of 
cooking before they are married! 
And I’ve always said if I were 
a man I wouldn’t marry a girl 
unless she knew at least a little 
about cooking. 

But often there’s a vast differ- 
ence between what things are and 
how they should be, and my friend 
without the cup cake recipe did 
startle. me into some deep and 
serious thinking about what all 
of you readers might be wanting 
and needing, and the; quieter ones 
among you not saying a word 
about my shortcomings!

The expert cooks will just 
have to look the other way every 
now and then when I shall print 
some basic recipes to go into this 
cook-book-in-the-making. Today 
would you like to start with the 
cup cake recipe? 


'|MASTER BUTTER CAKE 


1-2 cup shortening 

1 cup sugar 

2 beaten eggs 

3-4 cup milk 

1 tedspoon vanilla 

2 cups cake flour 

1-4 teaspoon salt 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

Cream shortening, add <sugar 
gradually and cream until light 
and fluffy. Add eggs and beat 
until light. Sift flour, measure, 
add salt and baking powder and 
sift twice more. Add vanilla to 
milk. Add dry and liquid in- 
gredients alternately to creamed 
mixture and beat until thoroughly 
blended. Bake ‘in two greased 
8-inch layer cake pans .or in 
greased muffin pans. This recipe 
makes 1 1-2 dozen medimu-sized 
cup cakes or two 8-inch layers. 
Bake in 375 degree oven, if layers, 
30 minutes, if cup cakes, 20 t® 25 
minutes. Also, this cake may be 
baked in a loaf pan.

Lungs Helped 
Through Exercise 


It might clear away some of the 
confusion in your singular teach- 
ings about “natural” breathing if 
you es read the article enclosed. 


First, I’ll give a hundred dol- 
lar war bond to you, your physi- 
cian or the conductor of the health 
column you name if any or all of 
you can line up an authoritative 
textbook of physiology or any 
recognized authority that differs 
from what I teach or say about 
the way to breathe; or perhaps 
we should state it the other way 
—any recognized authority with 
which my teachings or views ex- 
pressed here or elsewhere do not 
coincide. 

I quote one paragraph from the 
illuminating remarks about “Lazy 
Breathing Habits’ by the conduc- 
tor of the health column this cor- 
respondent mentions: 

“Press the palms firmly against 
the lower ribs in front and inhale 
and exhale slowly. During this 
procedure the abdomen is held 
taut, which enhances the flow of 
air to the upper portions of the 
lungs.” 

If “the abdomen is held taut” 
means contract your belly muscles, 
it is probably true that the upper 
portions of the lungs are more ex- 
panded while you keep the belly 
contracted or taut, but only at ex- 
pense of expansion of the rest of 
the lungs. Squeeze one part of a 
toy balloon and the other part ex- 
pands. I do not mean to deny the 


value of even the slight exercise 


you get contracting or holding 
your belly (front wall of abdo- 
men) taut. But I assure you it 
has no more effect on lazy or 
shallow breathing habits than con- 
tracting the muscles of your legs, 
as in mowing the lawn or making 
the bed. 

The correspondent refers to my 
teachings about “natural” breath- 
ing. That’s belly breathing—the 
way animals breathe, and animals 
and untutored savages breathe 
more efficiently than most civi- 
lized people do. dIndeed, with few 
exceptions “educated” people do 
not know how to breathe.

Hull Still Firm 
For Surrender 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—() 
The American government, it was 
emphasized today, is resolute on 
unconditional surrender as the 
only terms for Germany and it 
does not intend to let Hitler and 
his henchmen escape punishment 
by taking refuge in some neutral 
country. 


Secretary of State Hull restated 
this policy in effect when asked at 
his news conference for comment 
on the broadcast of the ace Nazi 
military commentator, Lt. Gen. 
Kurt ‘Dittmar, admitting that the 
defeat of Germany is drawing 
closer. 


It is evident, Hull declared, that 
the Germans are desirous of a ne- 
gotiated peace but the Allied posi- 
tion for unconditional surrender 
is too well known to require reit- 
eration. 

As for the possibility that Hitler 
and other leading Nazis may flee 
to a neutral country, Hull said this 
government is keeping that con- 
stantly in mind. President Roose- 
velt, he recalled, appealed to the 
neutrals a year ago not to furnish 
sanctuary to war criminals and 
the British government did like- 
wise.

‘Rum Boats 


Run Fruit for 
Black Market 


Alleged racketeers have bor- 
rowed the technique of the rum- 
runners of prohibition days to 
supply bananas to a black market 
reaping thousands of dollars of 
illegal profits according to en- 
forcement officials of the regional 
OPA here declared. 

Small, fast boats of the type 
used to speed cargoes past the 
Coast Guard cordon more than a 
decade ago now ply Gulf waters 
laden with bananas from Cuba, 
destined for Florida ports where 
they are sold in wholesale lots, 
OPA said. From there they are 
shunted through black market 
channels to retail outlets through- 
out the south. 

James L. Flemister, regional 
food enforcement attorney, said 
there is nothing illegal about im- 
portation of the bananas, but the 
prices at when they sell are illegal 
and criminal action has already 
been taken against a number of 
dealers. 

Since the drive against banana 
black marketing started in June, 
OPA has settled three treble- 
damage sults against produce com- 
panies in the south, Criminal 
charges of violating ceiling prices 
on bananas brought against. Yar- 
brough Brothers Produce Compa- 
ny, of Atlanta, are now pending. 

Investigations are being made 
of other dealers engaged in heavy 
sales of bananas to determine if 
ceiling prices are being violated, 
OPA said, and indictments are to 
be asked as soon ag evidence has 
been gathered. 


FDR Presents Top 


Medal to6 Haetios | 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.— 
(INS)—President Roosevelt paid 
stgnal honor today to six of the 
nation’s greatest heroes of World 
War II in a special White House 
cefemony at which he awarded 
to them or to members of their 
families America’s highest token 


of valor—the Congressional Medal 


of Honor. 

It was the first time the Presi- 
dent personally has presented the 
medals to so many U. S. fighting 
heroes at the same time. 

First to receive Mr. Roosevelt's 
individual tribute today was Lt. 
William D. Hawkins, of El Paso, 
Texas, who died fighting in a hail 
of shellfire on Tarawa where he 
was one of the first Marines to 
land at Betio. His award was 
made to his mother, Mrs. C. Jane 
Hawkins.

ROME, Aug. 30.—(/)—British 
troops, transferred secretly from 
the interior, have joined the Po- 
lish corps in a smashing attack 
against German Gothic line out- 
posts near the Adriatic coast and 
have captured a commanding 
ridge eight miles southwest of the 
Port of Pesaro, Allied headquar- 
ters announced tonight. 

The full-scale assault, apparent- 
ly taking the enemy by surprise, 
dislodged the crack German First 
Parachute Division from strong po- 
sitions and threatened to outflank 
Pesaro, from which Polish and 
British troops were only four miles 


distant after a two-mile thrust.
